No pains have been spared to make it valuable 
as a work of reference, and in respect of the illustrations representative of all the very 
lest of Rossetti's work. 

It mast have seemed strange to many, and a matter for real regret, that no attempt 
has ever been made to illustrate on a large scale, and from every side, the life-work of 
this great and most original painter, who possessed, almost beyond all others that coold 
be named, the secret of abstract beauty. One reason for this has a!wars been the 
difficulty of access to his pictures ; the state of seclusion in which many or them were 
guarded having heretofore rendered snch attempts impossible. This was doubly 
unfortunate, because Rossetti himself, during his lifetime, consistently avoided exhibi¬ 
tions, and discouraged all attempts to let his works become popularly appreciated. That 
it would have done so cannot for a moment be donbted. The qualities that made it too 
deep and poetical for the critics of 1850 appeal in a very different fashion to the eyes of 
to-day, educated as they are to the even subtler beauties of Burne-Jones. For most 
people the name of Rossetti is a power, though they scarcely know why. They know 
that in some dim way he has changed the spirit of art, has struck new chords from the 
lyre of poetry’, has heralded a regime of sober taste and decorative purity. Those who 
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were fortunate enough to see the two great exhibitions of his pictures, in 1883 and 
1897-8, but more especially the former, will recall a dazzling wealth of colour and 
harmony of form such as could not be matched in the work of any other modern 
painter.

EGGS OF BRITISH BIRDS 


The Books which have been written on British Birds, from the first 
lition of Bewick in 1797, down to Saunders’s Manual in 1889, are legion, 
ut in very few of them are the eggs of British Birds illustrated. 

The first edition of llewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, 
ad the last was finished in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and 
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are most of them good ; but nil three editions have long been out of print, 
and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the Eggs of British Birds, but 
they contain only figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the 
British Islands, and these by no means satisfy the wants of the egg 
collector. 

Tor one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who 
are interested in eggs. What the egg collector wants is a work in one 
volume, at a moderate price, with coloured illustrations of the egg of 
every British bird. The egg collector of to-day is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make 
them. The letterpress, too, must be up to date in every respect, and, 
withal, not bulky. Into less than a page devoted to each of the 400 
British birds must be condensed the followiug facts :— 

1 The extent of the breeding range.

2 The date of the nesting season. 

3 The situation in which the nest is placed. 

4 The size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is 

composed. 

5 The number of the eggs. 

6 The variations of size and colour of the eggs. 

7 The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them 

most closely. 

Seebohm’s book fulfils all these requirements.
